The undersigned chosen to audit the accounts of the Select- 
men for the past year, have attended to that duty, and report 
as follows: 

We find by an examination of the books of said Selectmen, 
that they have had at their disposal the sum of nine thousand 


seven hundred and twenty-seven dollars and seventy-nine cents 


($9,727.79), and that they have paid out on account of the town, 


the sum of eight thousand, one hundred and seventy-six dollars 
and fifty-one cents (38,176.51); leaving a balance in the Treas- 
ury of one thousand, five hundred and fifty-one dollars and 
twenty-eight cents ($1,551.28). 

The State and County taxes appear to have been duly paid, 
and the school districts, too, have severally received their pro- 
portions of the school and school-house taxes.
